CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in Paper No. 5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ligon, Sr. et 
al. (USPN 5518294). 

Ligon discloses a chair that comprises a movable frame coupled to a fixed frame 
to be tilted rearwardly (Abstract). A seat part is attached to the fixed frame and a 
backrest part is attached to the movable frame (Col. 2, lines 43-47) as seen in Figure 1. 
A lumbar support unit comprises a lumbar plate (16) connected to a lower part of the 
backrest part as seen in Figure 1 (Col. 2, lines 53-63; Col. 5, lines 4-16). An actuating 
connector (106, 1 12, 1 10, 124, 1 16) is fixedly connected only to an upper end of the 
lumbar plate and only to the fixed frame (Col. 4, lines 9-33) as seen in Figure 3. The 
lumbar support unit automatically protrudes forwardly when the backrest part is tilted 
rearwardly and is resiliently restored to its normal position when the backrest is erected 
(Col. 7, lines 5-52). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 6-9, 19, and 21 are allowed.
